United States ships of 
war, and suggested the words of the 
cablegram Had our ships gone into 
those waters the guns of foreign nations, 
everlastingly jealous’ of us, would have 
been turned agninst our shipping, and 
our navy, within a few years become re- 
spectable In power, would have crawled 
Backward in disgrace.
